Wrecked the little craft that some ladies ond 
gentlemen on board had to be taken off by tho 
Doménion’s boats. Tho great warship had no 
steam up, but her anchor was at once let go. 
Before it could hold, however, the Dominion 
hud-drifted on to tho Royal yacht Adbevia, 
which was lying at her moormtg’.. The little 
wooden vessel, of which the late Queen was 80. 
nd her’ paddle-box 
almost reduced to, splinters. Drifting clear of 
the yacht, the Dominion ran on to & moudbank, 
and remoined-fast-for.four- hours, uatil sho-was 
hauled off and conveyed 1o 9 place of safety. 

Fortunately. she did not sastain any serious 
damage, ‘bat as thore were several warships 
anchored in tho harbour it is remarkuble that o 
big disaster did not’ result. . Tho last timo an 
jronelad was adrift in Portemouth Harbour 
wes when the Nepfune remmed Nelgon’s old 
flagship Fictory, and almost sank it.
